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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the limitations of claim 
6 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Liu. 

In regard to claim 1, Liu discloses a writing apparatus comprising a pen body (1, 
20, 31), the pen body having a receiving portion (about 31) in the periphery thereof 
adapted to accommodate a show item (33); and a transparent socket (21) capped on 
the pen body and forming with the receiving portion a show window adapted to hold and 
protect a shown item. In regard to claim 2, the receiving portion is a recess (see Fig. 3). 
In regard to claim 3, the pen body comprises a springy retaining stub rod (310) 
protruded from a spring strip (31) thereof adapted to lock the transparent socket 
somewhat, the transparent socket comprises a retaining hole (see Fig. 1) adapted to 
receive the springy retaining stub rod. In regard to claim 4, the writing apparatus further 
comprises a guide structure (the threads between 20 and 21 are considered as guide 
structure) adapted to guide the retaining hole of the transparent socket into engagement 
with the springy retaining stub rod of the pen body. In regard to claim 5, the guide 
structure comprises a guide rod (the protruding threads of 20) protruded from the 
periphery of the pen body, and a sliding groove (the protruding threads of 21 mating 
with threads of 20) longitudinally formed in an inside wall of the transparent socket and 
adapted to receive the guide rod. In regard to claim 6, the guide structure comprises a 
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guide rod (the protruding threads of 21 mating with threads of 20) protruded from an 
inside wall of the transparent socket, and a sliding groove (the protruding threads of 20) 
longitudinally formed in the periphery of the pen body and adapted to receive the guide 
rod. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kirklen. 
In regard to claim 1 , Kirklen discloses a writing apparatus comprising a pen body 

(1 1 , 27, 13), the pen body having a receiving portion (about 27) in the periphery thereof 
adapted to accommodate a show item; and a transparent socket (1 0) capped on the 
pen body and forming with the receiving portion a show window adapted to hold and 
protect a shown item. In regard to claim 2, the receiving portion is a recess (see Fig. 2). 
In regard to claim 3, the pen body comprises a springy retaining stub rod (13) protruded 
from a spring strip (15) thereof adapted to lock the transparent socket somewhat, the 
transparent socket comprises a retaining hole (see Fig. 2, where 14 protrudes) adapted 
to receive the springy retaining stub rod (13). In regard to claim 4, the writing apparatus 
further comprises a guide structure (the threads 12 between 1 1 and 10 are considered 
as guide structure) adapted to guide the retaining hole of the transparent socket into 
engagement with the springy retaining stub rod of the pen body. 

Conclusion

disclose other writing apparatus with a transparent socket.
